‘-xtreme penalty of the law for the 
murder of Josie Tillmaun, by . being 
hung by the neck until he was 
dead.

Williams retired early, aud at nine 
o’clock he was in bed and slept soundly 
through the nii^ht. He was, however, 
up earlj’. At five o’clock he arose aud 
began to dress himself. The wonder- 
ful nerve he has displayed all along 
has caused those who have been in daily 
contact with him to wonder. His first 
request this morning was for a needle 
aud threart, as he wi&hed to sew a bnt- 
t«»n on his clothes A female pii.soner 
wa.“ taken to his cell to do the sewing, 
aud her extreme nervousness caused 
him to smile. “Why, you are more 
nervous tuan 1 am,’’ hie said. He thread- 
ed a ti..e cambric needle by candh. light. 

The efforts of the minister Suuda> 
had a marked etf.-ct on him. He was 
perfect ly resignen to his fate, and said 
that he freely forgave all his enemies, 
and \\i>iied their foi givehess. Hewi^iled 
to meet J >.-«ie Tiil.nan in Heaven, an i 
knew that she hax alreadv forgiven him 
for the great wrong he had done her 
He was p irticnlarly p:oud of the faet 
that he had kept l.i.s nei vc np, aud sai-* 
it was his intention to die game. 

When ask<-d what he d»^sired for 
hreakfa'^t he said he diil not care. Mis. 
Ash'ifook fnrmshed him with a broiled 
ipiail an i ccff- etc., and he ate it with 
evident relish.

At ten minnles to seven Williams be- 
gan his march to ihe scaffold. He was 
in charge of Depnty Sheriff Mitchell 
who had previon.slv pinioned his arm. 
Williams wore a black suit of clothes 
with a red rose on the lapel of his coat 

Sheriff Bowen brought up the rear. 
He ascended the scaffold wMth a firm 
step and took his place on the trap. 

Eld. J. C, Grav is sang a hymn and 
delivered a prayer. The n<x>se was then 
adjusted, the black cap drawn, and at 
7;05 the drop fell 

His neck was »*roken aud his death was 
painless. At 7:. 5 Drs. F. M. Faries, 
W m. K-^nuey and Hen Frank pronounced 
him dead. 

As th'-' noose was pi ic»-d on his neck 
he exclaimed, “Draw it tight,” at the 
same tune recognizing a tiiend in the 
crowd said : ‘Good bye Wes.” 

William.s kept his wonderful nerve to 
ihe la^i.and it was the universal opinion 
tnat he died the gainest of any person 
ever executed in lue State. 

'I^ic execution was the most successful 
one evt-r had in the Hbite. | 

The scaffold was erected in the South- 
western side of the jail yard, near the 
railroad bridge.

Wi .lams Viegan Sunday to make j 
preparations for the execution, ^le was 
shaved by Forrest Lang. The doomed 
man wore a plain black suit furnished 
by Parker &. James. The coffin was 
furnished by undertaker G. W. Davi.?. 

At four o'clock Sunday a ternoon 
Williams w;is visited by Rev. Webster 
and four deacons of the colored Baptist 
rhnrch. who prayed and sang with him. 
'vVilliam? said that be had ma-!e his 
peace with his Maker, and that he was 
ready to die. To a News reporter 
W’illiams said that he knew the hour and 
would not take any stimnleut to nerve 
himself for the terrible ordeal. 

During the religions services a noisy 
crowd laughed and joked below the 
window of the death cell, and called to 
the prisoner to get a glimpse of him. 

To a News rei>orter Williams said that 
he did not want bis mother, who lives in 
Mississippi to know how he died. His 
father i-» alive but docs not Jive in Paris,

William.s* Own Story. 

The following is Clarence Williams’ 
own story of his life, as dictated by him 
for 'fHE News; 

My father is Peter Williams and my 
mother is named Ellen Barrett, My 
mother left here when 1 was a small boy 
in 1888 with Mrs. Thompson, aud 1 
stayed with my father for about two 
years until be treated me so bad that 1 
left him. After that I stayed in town 
with Martin Palmer for one year, aud 
after that I stayetl in Claysvilie the 
balance of my life, until I got into this 
trouble 

The public called me a mean man 
simply because 1 wouldn’t let every- 
body run over me. 1 am a small man and 
carried a gnn to protect myself. The 
first time I ran away from home I asked 
him to let me go bunting and that night 
when I came home he jumped on me 
and b>^at me until 1 could hardly staud 
up. It seemed like I was the black 
-beep of the family so I left home and 
stay^ with Vol Howe, and my father 
came after me and said he was going to 
put me in jail until I was twenty-one 
years old. I begged him not to do that 
and I would come home and be a good 
boy. 

After I came back home he worked 
me for a week when I w*« sick und 
wouldn’t get me a doctor.

Their transport 
had passed up the harbor by the Olympia, 
the Kaleigh, the Boston, flags Hying, hands 
playing, and the great admiral on his bridge 
bowing and raising his hat as the troops 
cheered, which had come to hi> aiil. Kven 
Sloan foigot his fidget.<, and waved his cap 
high in the air, and yelled: 

'TlntTah, Dewey! ’ 

Manila was still in the hands of the Span- 
ish. Aguinaldo was seeking to secure recog- 
nition from the I nited States, and at the 
same time to cai»ture ^Manila and loot the 
city. Dewey was Ixolding the insuigent- 
in check and jtreitaring to take the city. 1 he 
Tenth Pennsylvania was landed at Cavite. 
iUid then marched to the trenches at Malate 
in front of the Sj>anish outposts. Active 
service was commenced at once. The first 
duty that came to Sloan after the regimen i 
was in the trenches was that of picket. His

John Sloan was trembling. His face M'as 
wlute, his eyes wandering, while over his 
ekin ran cold and hot Hushes. His mother 
<sat by the big window at the west end of 
the dining room. Mary Carr was at the 
door, her hand upon the knob. She was

“Of course, if you have got to be made to 
igo, there’s no heroism in it. The Tenth 
Pennsylvania don’t want that class of men. 
But if you love me — if you think anything 
" of the old flag — if you go because you ought

The latch clicked and she was gone. Sloan

The Sloan farm in Pennsylvania, on the 
banks of the Juanita river, has been worked 
for a hundred years by men of the same 
blood.

But John Sloiin was yet to fight at Malolos, 
to cross a Filipino river under fire with 
Funston, the men swimming side by side, to 
be with the ITah battery, the Thirteenth 
^linnesota, the men from Oregon and Ne- 
braska, and wlitn Malolos was taken he 
was to fall in the middle of its main streets, 
shot again as he held the colors high for the 
cheer of his comrades. It was then he was 
taken back to Manila as Sergt. Sloan, of the 
Tenth, and nui-scd until such strength came 
back as enablcil him to retuni to the dear 
old railroad fo'ulcr and with pencil and pajier 
this time maj) out tiie long journey home 
from the ({olden (late over the 1. nion Pa- 
cific and the North-Western to the Juanita 
country. 

The Tenth came into Manila to relieve tha 
Fifty-lirst Iowa at Cavite, and there to it 
( ame tlie glad news that it was ordered home 
and would go as soon as the transjairt was 
ready. 'The gallant regiment had been 69 
da\ .s on the tiring line, and made a wonderful 
record for bravery. The latter part of June 
the men went on hoard ship, and late in -July 
reached San Francisco, bringing into the 
(lolden (lute the body of Col. Hawkins, who 
had died en route. 

'The Cnion Pacific and Xorth-MestAm 
brought tlicm over the Sierras, through the 
Rockies, acros.s the plains of the I’latte and 
safely to Chicago. A little later they were 
in Pittsbui gli, where royal greeting awaited 
them, liut Sloan cculd not wait for this, 
and hastened to the home of .Mary Carr. 

.Fohii was at the foot of a small hill, when, 
looking up the path to the summit, he saw 
her coming. For a moment slie did not see 
him, hut paused togathera llower by the way. 
Then he walked up toward her, one hand 
outstretched. Now she recognized him, and 
there was a flame in the hazel eyes, and fiame 
on the .sott checks, aud the quick, heart-giv- 
ing *rv of: 

“.John!*’ 

He was by her side now, the white hand 
of the maiden caught in the brown of the 
soldier.

Strange, is it not, that that shot — tired by 
.loliii Sloan, coward— gave to the American 
army its notice of the advance of the 
Spaniards at ^lalate, defeated the ciiciuy, 
aiul made a hero of a ireiuliling, frightened, 
half-boy, half man! 

Sloan, after firing, ran back towards bis 
own lines and stumbled. or fell at tbe feet 
of that captain who had first encouraged 
him to do his duty. He jumped up out of 
the slush, saturated, and wa.s ordered to take 
position Avith his conipan.v. Twice during 
the Iwttle did Sioan have the wildest desire 
to run. Hut, as it has done many times be- 
fore in the world’s history, that name 
“Mary” held him to Ids place and duly. 
When morning came and it was realized 
that American pluck and valor had won the 
day, il wa.s Sloan’s captain, who, sending for 
him, said: 

“You knew your duty last night. You 
have placed yourself in line for promotion.

One of the besetting sins of the ex- 
pert Tritness is tht:. habit or tendency 
to use a lot of Latin words in describ- 
ing an injury to the jury. In some ex- 
ceptional cases, cloiibtle.ss, this is done 
without affectation or for a purpose, 
but we have no hesitation in saying 
that in the majority' of instances it is 
a very good index of the learning and 
capacity of the expert, on the assump- 
tion that the more words of this sort 
are used the more probability there is 
that they cover a deficiency of knowl- 
edge and thorough grounding on the 
part of the user. A really able man 
in his profession will always accommo- 
date himself to circumstances, and, 
realizing the capacity of the average 
juror, use very different forms and 
methods of expression in testifying be- 
fore court and jury than if he were 
making an address or delivering a 
paper on some scientific subject before 
an audience of bis professional breth- 
ren. 

A physician, for example, who, when 
upon the stand, he is asked to describe 
something to the jury, us^s all the high- 
sounding terms and expressions he can 
muster, deserves to have very littlt 
attention paid to his testimony — and 
usually gets his deserts. An amusing 
example of this truth is given in the 
following account of an actual happen- 
ing in an English court. It is from a 
little book entitled “Hints on Advo- 
cacy,” published first in England: 

“I discovered considerable ecchy- 
mosis under the left orbit, caused by 
extravasation of blood beneath the 
cuticle,” said a young house surgeon, 
in a case of assault, at the assizes. 

Baron Bramwell — I suppose you 
mean the man had a black eye? 

Scientific Witness — Precisely, my 
lord. 

“Perhaps, if you had said so in plain 
English, those gentlemen would better 
understand you.” 

“Precisely, my lord,” answ^A'ed the 
learned surgeon, evidently delighted 
that the judge understood his meaning. 

This incident, which might be paral- 
leled many times in court in -this coun- 
tiy, carries its own comment. What 
the jury wants is to be enlightet.ed on 
disputed points, and the way to do this 
is not to use purely technical expres- 
sions, but to explain in plain, homely 
language. There is no danger that in 
doing this the expert will be liable to 
detract from the general estimate of 
his own abilities, but rather the reverse 
will be the case. — Albany Law’ Journal.

The men who have paid the death pen- 
alty on it are “Muddauber” Smith, who 
w’as hanged at Lexington for ravishing 
and murdering au aged white woman 
uenr Lexington ; Clar*"uce Vinegar, col- 
oi't-ii, wfio Was tx*-cuted at Georgetown | 
for innrdering a negro woman iu that 
City, and KoLeri Laugbliu, a Whiteman, 
who was hanged at Brook^ville, Bracken 
County, for ravishing his niece and then 
mnrdeiing her and his wife wi h a • 
poker when the wife, who was in a deli- 
cate condition, dis overed hie first crime. 
LHug’iliug tdeu set ore to the house, and 
ran to tell the neighbors that a burglar 
had killed his wife and niece. Th* 
•c-ffold was thorf'Ughly t-sted by Sheiiff 
Biwen. The trap is ou the riint side of 
the gallows, in full view of the persons 
who witness ihe execution. 

The scaffold was put np Fddav, and 
yesterday the jail yard was open to vis- 
itors, when hundreds of men and boys 
and a score or more colored women went 
in to view the gallows.
